Shakespearian actor Maurice Evans in 
the Pacific, Mr. Ludden produced and 
directed more than 40 Army shows. After 
the war he became Evans’ personal man- 
ager and advance man for a national tour 
of “Hamlet”. A season on the staff of 
the Ivoryton (Conn.) Playhouse followed 
and then came four years with WTIC in 
Hartford, where he conducted interviews 
for Mind Your Manners a teenage dis- 
cussion series that won national honors 
including the coveted Peabody Award. 
Mr. Ludden came to New York in 1953 
as moderator of a radio precurser of 
G-E College Bowl, and in 1959 began 
a tenure of nearly four years on the 
television version over the CBS Network. 
Concurrently, from 1957 to 1959, he was 
program director for WCBS Radio in 
New York City, and the next three years 
held that position for the CBS owned 
radio stations. In recent years, Alien 
Ludden and his actress-wife, Betty 
White, have established box office rec- 
ords as co-starring headliners on the 
summer circuit in such vehicles as “Crit- 
ics Choice” and “Janus”. In addition he 
has joined the ranks of recording artists 
with an album entitled “Allen Ludden 
Sings His Favorite Songs”. An authority 
on teen-age matters, he has written four 
books on the subject since 1954: ‘Plain 
Talk About College’, “Plain Talk For
